The speech of Senator Jones, of Ne- 


vada, delivered on Monday last, was 
iept back ior revision and * only ap- 
peared in the Congressional Record last 
Saturday. It is a plea for the protective 
tariff. Senator Jones, after a long in- 
troduction, says: "There can bo no 
doubt that the producers of gold and 
silver have signally benefited by the 
system of protection, which has been so 
long the settled policy of this country. 
The Comstock lode is famous for its 
riches in gold and silver, but except in 
its outoroppings and near the surface it 
•would have been utterly valueless in 
countries like Mexico or Peru," Com- 
paring San Francisco with the Atlantic 
coast cities in respect to the elements 
of the cost of fabricating any given 
piece of iron machinery, Jones says 
that thire can be no doubt that it can 
be produced more cheaply in the latter, 
where raw material, labor and interest 
upon capital are all| lower, and where 
the current ruts,, of profit expected upon 
business 
enterprises 
is also lower. 


Nevertheless the people of the Western 
slope find it te be to their interest to go 
to San Francisco for engines, hoisting 
apparatus, 
crushing 
and pulverizing 


machinery and various other appliances 
needed in the business of mining. This 
can only be explained by supposing, 
what is an actual fact, that they can 
find in Sau Francisco what is most ser- 
viceable for use and best adapted to 
their wants. 


The reason is that the proprietors of 


the foundries and machine shops in Sau 
Francisco, and the workmen employed 
in them, are in constant personal inter- 
course with the mining classes and 
learn in that way what works bet,t in 
practice; at what point special difficul- 
ties are encountered; w'hat are the best 
means of 
overcoming 
them, and if 


these San Francisco establishments did 
not exist, (with their auxiliary estab- 
lishments in nearly every town on the 
Pacific coast, the miners, who are bound 
to deal for their mining appliances at 
arni's-leugth with Eastern mechanics, 
from whom they are separated by near- 
Jy a mouth's time in transportation of 
freight, could never 
have approxi- 


mated tho mining results which they 
have actually; and this illustrates in 
what way and to what extent all such 
industries of the country as require or 
are facilitated by mechanical appliances 
would have been kept back. 
If we had 


consented to a policy uucUr which all 
our tools and machinery would have 
been imported from Europe we should 
have had no workmen on the spot by 
whom machinery could be repaired, 
and as all machinery is subject to break- 
age, users would suffer constant losses 
from the long suspension of their oper- 
ations. 
1'uthermore, the country would 


have lost the benefit of all improvement 
in mine machinery and of all adapta- 
tions to them to our special wants, 
which have been made by our artisans. 
The rapid building up of a great manu- 
facturing industry in that district illus- 
trates the wisdom, not of a tariff for 
revenue, but a high protective tariff. 
The machine shops of San Francisco 
and tha Pacific coast would never have 
been started but for the great cost and 
delays of freight from the East before 
the completion of the Pacific Itailroad, 
which in fact operated as a tariff much 
higher than has ever protected the ma- 
chine shops of the Atlantic coast. 
On 


the question of foreign immigration he 
said we are not insensible to the fact 
thut there are differences between dif- 
ferent classes of European extraction in 
respect both to their living at home anc 
to their degree. 


Our National 


[Frank Leslie's.] 


Of the fifty million inhabitants of the 


United States how small a number are 
more than dimly conscious that the na- 
tion has reserved for their use and be- 
hoof in the Far West a pleasure-ground 
of such vast extent and marvelous nat- 
ural attractions that it is destined to be 
one of the greatest wonders of the world! 
"The 
Yellowstone National Park," in 


the northwest corner of Wyoming Terri- 
tory, was "reserved" by Congress in 
1872. 
It covers* au area larger by two 


hundred square miles than both lihode 
Island and Delaware, being sixty-five 
miles in length by fifty-five in breadth; 
and a bill is now before the Senate 
•which pioposes to increase it by more 
than three thousand square miles. 
It 


is accessible at present only by the 
roughest and rudest means, but the 
completion of the Northern Pacific E'ail- 
road—an event expected to occur with- 
in the present year—will bring it within 
the easy reach of all who may be at- 
tracted by its wonders. 


This grand park, at the lowest point, 


ia three hundred feet higher than Mount 
Washington. The soil, at this eleva- 
tion, is unfit for cultivation, while its 
volcanic nature makes it worthless for 
mining purposes. One of its attrac- 
tions is the Yellowstone Lake, 
the 


fourth in size of the fresh-water lakes 
of the United States, resting in placid 
beauty on the top of the main range of 
She Rooky Mountains, 7,788 feet above 
She level of the sea. It covers three 
hundred square miles, has a coast line 
of nearly two hundred miles, and in 
many places has a depth of three hun- 
dred feet. Its clear blue waters abouud 
with trout, and every variety 6t wild 
'owls hover over it. 
On its banks are 


dense forests of pine, sprue* aud fir, 


furnishing coverts for all sorts of -wild 
game—elk,' antelope, deer, bears and 
mountain sheep. 
This lake is, the 


source of the Yellowstone Itlver, which 
flows through 
the most wonderful 


gorges and canyons, and over preci- 
pices from one hundred and forty to 
four hundred feet in height. 
It is 


probably tbe grandest trout stream in 
the world, while the scenery inclosing it 
is marked by every variety of natural 
beauty and grandeur. 
The volcanic 


forces at work beneath the soil in some 
p ortions of the park produce the might- 
iest geysers in the world, and the great 
pools of boiling sulphur-wuter whose 
borders display an indescribable wealth 
of coloring. 


We have cot space for further de- 


scription of the objects of natural inter- 
est which excite tho wonder of the 
tourist in almost every part of this 
grand national reservation. 
Unfortu- 


nately they also excite the cupidity of 
frontier adventurers and unscrupulous 
capitalists, who hold that Uncle Sam's 
geese were made to be plucked by the 
first comer. There is danger that the 
park will become a prey to speculators, 
who will set up their toll-gates 011 every 
spot commanding a view of its most at- 
tractive soenery. 
They are 
sniffing 


around it ou every side and forming 
schemes for their aggrandizement, re- 
gardless of the rights of tbe public. The 
agreement of tho Interior Deportment 
to give a certain association of capital- 
ists a lease of more than four thousand 
acres for ton years, with certain exclu- 
sive rights as to the erection of hotels 
running stages, etc., is regarded by 
many with aversion; aud Senator Vest, 
of Missouri, bus introduced a bill to 
guard against abuses that might grow 
out of this and similar schemes. Gen- 
eral Sheridan, in his annual report, 
calls attention to tho subject, and asks 
for authority to protect the game of the 
park from destruction by hunters. It is 
to be hoped that Congress, in this mat 
ter, will legislate in the interest, not of 
unscrupulous speculators, but of the 
whole people of the United States, and 
with a view to preserve the park from 
spoliation.
